Our contract with the contractor gives them 6 months to complete the project. 
They had envisioned breaking ground sooner than what is being proposed now, 
but they could not meet the traffic lane requirements without submitting and 
getting approval for their WTCP. A WTCP is necessary when they need to 
maintain lanes shut down for more than 3 days (or 72 hours). They originally 
felt they could accomplish this without a WTCP, but later determined they 
could not. We are working with them to expedite our review, but we need 
something to review first. 


Yes, I have requested the re-programming of the other funds. I am waiting to 
hear when next programming amendment will occur to be able to determine 
when we will have access to these funds.
